No. FD -DOL /HR /70 /9886 -A. - The Governor of Haryana is pleased to make the following Rules 
further to amend the Rules for Scheme for the Conduct of Haryana State Lotteries published . -vide 
notification No. FD /DOL / 2055 /68 /ST (1-3 ), dated 4th September, 1968 as subsequently amended from time to 
time as follows, namely : -- 


( i) These Rules may be called the Rules for Schcing for the conduct Haryana State Lotteries 

(Fourth Amendment ) Rules , 1970 . 


(i ) The following shall be substituted for the existing Rule 13 : 
The result of every draw will be published in the leading Newspapers in he country and also 

notified in the Haryana State Gazette . The holders of the prize winning tickets of Firšt. 
Second and Third Prizes as the case may be shall produce their tickets in person to the 
Director, Haryana State Lotteries, Chandigarh after affixing their signatures as also their 
full address on the reverse of the tickets or claim their prizes through any Scheduled Bank 
having offices in the State. The prizes for the amounts upto Rs. 100 shall ordinarily 
be remitted to the winners by Money Order and prizes for the amvunts exceeding 
Rs. 100 shall ordinarily be paid by Bank Draft. In llie eVeni u prize winners Surrender 
ing the prize winning ticket personally at the office of the Directorate in Chandigarh or 
at Delhi Sub- Office , the prize amount shall be paid in cash . Foreign prize winning ticket 
holders will be paid in the Indian currency . All prize winning tickets suull be surrendered 
by the holders thereof within 30 days of the publication of the result in State Gazette. The 
prizes not claimed within this period shall laps to Government. The Director, Haryana 
State Loiteries may , however, extend the period up to 3 months where satisfied that the 
claim could not be preferred by the bolder due to circumstances beyond his control. A ticket 
which is forged or torn , mutilated or tampered with shall not be considered as a valid ticket 
for any prize .
